THE SHOOTING. SEASON

ion, by resolution forwarded to the Minister

Wild duck, teal, Widgeon and plover~12th 
ea vodcock—ist. September to 3ist January. 

Pheasants—ist October to 31st January. 

There is nothing revolutionary in the pro- 

osals as affecting partridge and pheasants, 
pat the suggested curtailment of the ‘‘open’ 
saason for duck, widgeon, etc., has, to say 
the least of it, taken most of us by surprise, 
and, if adopted means an end to all shooting 
curing the month of February, except snipe 
shooting. In othe: words, the wild fowlers 
may not shoot duck or widgeon in February. 
the best month of the season. The object, of 
course, is an excellent one, but I think most 
shooting men will ag that the suggested 
eiteration would not have the desired effect, 
nod that far more could be achieved by delay- 
jug the opening of the season to the Ist Sep- 
tember, thus protecting young clutches. Few, 
I think, will claim that duck shooting in 
February interferes with breeding; but, what- 
ever room there may be for argument on 
this point, there would not appear to be any 
as regards widgeon, which are purely migra- 
tory birds. For that matter, indeed, most 
of the duck are winter visitors, and do not 
remain with us for breeding. 

I would not wish this letter to be read as 
an attack on the Irish Game Protection Asso- 
ciation, which body. as all should know, 
has done excellent work for years past; but 
I do think the committee have rather over- 
stepped the mark this time. 

That, however is a matter that can be 
put right by protesting now to the proper 
quarter, and by shooting men throughout the 
country coming forward to join and strengthen 
the somewhat scattered ranks of the Associa- 
tion in an endeavour to make it representa- 
tive. At present that body numbers only 
253 memlwrs, of whom only 121 voted for the 
suggestea dates for duck shooting and 90 for 
woodcock. Are the views of these men to be 
forced on the many thousands of wild fowlers 
in the country? There is grave danger of 
this happening unless we shooting men wake 
up. Let each county organise, form its own 
association or join the Game Protection Asso- 
ciation. 

Of course, I realise that it would take 
many months to organise such county associa- 
tions, and I suggest, therefore, as a first 
step towards remedying the present_position, 
that the shooting men in each councy should 
communicate direct to the Secretary for the 
Minister for Justice, or, As an alternative, 
forward the protest to thé appropriate Garda 
superintendent. I am aware that the Garda 
throughout the country have been requested 
to obtain the views of local shooting men. 
The Guards cannot possibly call on all of us, 
but there is nothing to prevent us calling on 
them, or, if we cannot find the time, a letter 
will cost only 2d.—Yours. etc.

In 
Grimsby the Legion decided to stop tradin 
with the co-operative organisation, and it tol 
them why. That co-operative trading 
organisation was now trying to step the sale 
of white poppies. 

A resolution seeking to limit the street 
sale of official poppies to November 11 was 
defeated.
